arisen" at the White House any 
more than it has at the State De- 
partment. 


TWO OPPOSING VIEWPOINTS 
Probably, 
there is some divi- 


sion of opinion. One idea is that 
representation at the Vatican will 
be more or less obligatory now 
that there is to be a national sep- 
arate entity known as the "City of 
the Vatican," over which the pope 
will rule as a temporal as well 
as a spiritual sovereign. 
England, 


France and Germany, t which are 
not 
Catholic 
nations, 
have 
had 


ministers there in the past. We 
haven't had one for many decades 
because we regarded the Vatican 
only as the seat of a religion. 


But now there 
are some who 


feel that by all the rules of the 
international game 
we ought to 


appoint a prominent American Cath- 
olic as a diplomat to the 
Vatican, 


as other ^nations do. 


But this viewpoint finds scant 


encouragement around the 
State 


Department. 
Apparently 
it is not 


considered this government's

escaple 
"duty" to send such an 


envoy. 
Up to the 
middle of the 


last century the pope ruled over 
a large state, with which we had a 
considerable amount of trade. 
We

zens in Vatican City and there will 
be no trade. 
There is an Ameri- 


can ambassador to Rome who may 
be regarded as in a position to

interests 


which seem to 
need protection. 


Hence, one is asked, what's to be 
gained? State Department 
offi- 


cials who have given 
the 
matter 


some thought are willing to tacitly 
admit, of course, that domestically 
the problem might be somewhat 
thorny. 


There Is an idea, in fact, that 


the Vatican itself may never raise 
the issue, if only in realization of 
the American 
situation. In that 


case it is more than 
likely that 


this -government will

the matter ride. American Cath- 
olics have not yet displayed any 
great interest in it.

darkness with the assurance that the 
airplane is moving along its proper 
course and on an even keel. 


Heretofore, 
especially

the proper instruments had been 
invented, pilots depended more 
or 


less on their natural 
sense 
of 


equilibrium to 
guide 
themselves 


tnrougn. "blind spots" in safety. Ths 
er., of "blind flying" is ended and to- 
day the "artificial horizon" 
takes 


its place. 


This "artificial horizon" 
is the 


means by which a pilot can .keep 
his plane on an even keel, no mat- 
ter how his own sense of direc- 
tion or equilibrium, might deceive 
him, and so bring his ship 
safely 


through fog or darkness. It con- 
sists merely of a group of instru- 
ments before 
him that tell him 


exactly how his ship is situated in 
flight. 


IGNORES HIS OWN SENSES 
The "artificial horizon" 
is the 


iavention to two veteran army fly- 
ers, Captain William C. Ocker and 
Flight Surgeon David A. Meyers 
These men have devised a 
swing- 


ing and rotating chair, \vitli a set 
of instruments, by which a would- 
be pilot can be taught to disregard 
his own deceptive senses 
of equi- 


librium and depend entirely on the 
instuments in front of him.

Promptly following disclosures ' of 


the'investment by the: International 
Paper and Power company of some 
$10,000,000 ;n..American newspaper 
properties, Frank E. Gannett, head of 
the Gannett newspaper Organization 
which publishes some seventeen news- 
papers, tendered a check of $2,700,000 
to the International Paper and Power 
company for retirement of all, so it is 
stated, of its investments in the Gan- 
net chain of newspapers. 


Undoubtedly similar action will be 


taken by other newspapers in which 
International has holdings. Whether it 
can. be induced to part with its stock, 
along with its bonds and debentures, is 
a matter for its own determination. 
The incident discloses the impossibil- 
ity of .alliances of this character, if that 
is what they are, as well as of actual 
control of the stock of newspapers by 
power companies or other utilities or 
corporations which may have a vital 
interest in public opinion, public policy 
/and legislation. 


A-possible senatorial investigation 


of the whole matter .is-forecast by a 
resolution in the senate offered by Mr. 
Walsh, of. Montana, directing the post- 
master-general to inform that body of 
the names and addresses of all editors, 
publishers, managing editors and stock 
and bond holders of papers in Which 
the International Paper and Power 
company claims an interest. 
For the 


good of the press such information is 
desirable.

MELLON'S OPPONENTS 


The attempts in the senate to heckle 


and embarrass -Secretary Mellon have 
gone too far. Fair minded observers of 
the role senators have played in this 
proceeding will welcome the action of 
the judiciary committee which has 
brought in a-majority report holding 
that the secretary of the treasury is 
not disqualified and is holding his post 
legally. The men who are "after" Mr. 
Mellon are not in reality opposing him 
because he-has violated,any law or is 
constitutionally unqualified to serve, 
but because they dislike him political- 
ly. They are extremists who invariably 
let their personal animosities and prej- 
udices carry them beyond all degree of 
prudence' and reason in their attacks 
upon men and. measures.

THE BiRTH OF PEARY 


Today is the birthday of Robert E. Peary, dis- 


coverer of the North.Pole and tiie man who de- 
termined that Greenland is an island and not an 
arm of a vast Arctic continent. He was horn 
May 6, 1856, and died in 1920. 


Peary credited most of his success to his prac- 


tice of adopting Eskimo dress, food, snowhouses 
and -manner of life in general. He believed, that 
the centuries had taught these people how best 
to combat their rigorous climate and bleak sur- 
rounding's. , > 


His first' expedition to Greenland, in 1891, was 


marred .by an accident in the ice floes off the 
island which broke one of his legs in two places. 
A .few. months later, ;at a-jChristmas party he 
gave for the Eskimos, he outraced on snow- 
shoes all the natives and his own men! 


Peary reached,the pole, on a subsequent trip,, 


on April 6, 1909', 'and claimed it for the president 
of tho United States. 


With the- flag of the United States, Peary 


planted at the pole the colors of the Delta Kappa 
Epsilon fraternity—into which he had been,in- 
itiated during his undergraduate days at Bow- 
doin College.

12 or 13 elemepts are essential in 
human, nutrition, and these are. am- 
ply provided, in just- the right quail:

ary. mixed diet that includes one of 
two fresh vegetables,, one fresh fruit, 
a green or relish, a pint of fresh, 
some fresh milk, some fresh meat, 
fish or egg, and bread and butter. 
By "well balanced" we mean-a rea- 
sonable propor of the three food ma- 
ter.ials ~ t&t, protein and carbqhy- 
drate, The number, of calories in "a 
well balanced meal would depend on 
the quantities of these three mate- 
rials in the meal. An ounce of fttt 
yields aproximately 270 calories. An 
ounce of protein or an ounce of car- 
bohydrate -yields approximately -100 
calories. An average meal for an 
adult should give not less than one 
ounce of fat, and 6.ne ounce .of pro- 
tein'and five or .six ounces of carbor 
hydfate;'Lean'meat, .white of eggs, 
cheese, ;.peas,. beans, 
wheat, milk, 


nuts, contain considerable 
protein; 


sugars, syrups, candies, honey, tread,

There is just 
one essential food element that may 
be lacking or in insufficient quantity 
in the foods mentioned — that is io- 
clin. Where you live, Michigap, thfft 
soil and water, and hence the food, 
are poor in this element.

But two daring American 
women, Helen Calista Wilson and El:_ 
sie Reed Mitchell, did just that ..and 
not only did they not come to grief 
but they thrived on the experience 
and wrote a most interesting book 
about it. It Is called "Vagabonding at 
Fifty."

Helen "Wilson and Elsie Mitchell 


were New England bred. They had 
gone to the heart of Asiatic Russia to 
work for a mining company. Appar- 
ently they were radical in their sym- 
pathies and -wanted "to -get- a first- 
hand knowledge of what they call 
the most significant governmental 
experiment of modern times. 
The 


book however has nothing to say on 
that subject. It is not in even the 
least degree propaganda — just a 
straightforward account of one of the 
most amazing journeys two women 
have ever undertaken.

veys of the wild life found on the 
areas as veil as of the plant foods 
available, and in planning and car- 
rying out 
development 
work to 


build up the forest and -wild life re- 
sources of the refuge. 


I shall tell you something of the 


progress that has been made since 
the 
establishment 
of the refuge 


along the Upper Mississippi. 
First of all, let us review the land 


situation. It ^as at first supposed 
that there •would be in the neighbor- 
hood of'342,000 acres of land to be 
acquired and some persons ventured 
to guess that this land might be ac- 
quired at an average price of $5 an 
acre. Both of these 
guesses were 


somewhat in error. 
« 


The area of land to be acquired as 


disclosed by our surveys Indicate a 
total of between 140,000 and 160,000 
acres. However, the water area ap- 
proximates 100,000 
acres; most of 


this does not have to be bought. 


There are considerable acres of ag- 


ricultural 
land here 
and there 


through the 
bottoms 
which, of 


course, are not suitable or available 
for wild life purposes. 
Moreover, 


there are tracts of bottom lands al- 
ready owned by cities and villages 
and constituting part of their park 
systems which it is necessary to ac- 
quire as portions of the refuge since 
they already serve a similar purpose. 


MUCH TIME LEFT 


"With regard to the value of the 


lands lying •within, the refuge boun- 
daries the impression some people 
had that it might be obtained for 
$5 an acre originated no doubt from 
.their Ideas as to the value of the 
strictly marshy lands. 


As a matter of fact, there Is a good 


deal of timber land and wild meadow, 
as well as land with some grazing 
value, lying within the refuge boun- 
daries and possessing real value for 
•wild life purposer These lands be 
acquired if the reiuge is to function, 
if it is to be a workable, adminis- 
trative unit. For some of these lands 
It la necessary to pay somewhat in 
excess of $5 per acre. 
„ Most of the $5 land has already 
been acquire as well as considerable 
areas of the more valuable timber 
and swamp-pasture lands; the total 
area either purchased or placed un- 
der control amounts to 83,352 acres. 
Many thousands of acres of this to- 
tal lie in conguous tracts so as to 
make administration 
and develop 


ment work already feasible. 


An interesting an very important 


tract recently acquired by gift is the 
so-called Munn lands in the vicinity 
of McGregor, Iowa. These are largely 
bluff lands, well timbered and con- 
taining a 'very high point locally 
known as Pike's Peak directly op- 
posite the mouth, of the Wisconsin 
river and affording a wonderful view 
of the bottom-land country. On this 
same tract affe the pictured rocks 
a.nd some important groups of his- 
toric mounds. It was very fortunate 
indeed that this tract of virgin tim- 
ber, so beautifully situated, had been 
carefully preserved by the same fam- 
ily for generations, in fact from the 
time of the Louisiana purchase, in 
order that it might be generously 
presented to the United States and 
made a part of this great Wild Life 
refuge. 


Up to thin time condemnation has 


been resorted to in only a few in- 
•tances, but apparently it will be nec- 
essary to employ this method in ac- 
quiring a good many tract of land 
from now on.

as Consistent With Sound 
Handling" 


Washington—OP)-~The text of the 


address of Ambassador

Mr. Chairman: I made my gen- 


eral statement as to a possible meth- 
od of approach to the naval problem 
early in our present session chiefly 
iu order to afford other delegations 
an opportunity to consider it from

to 


discuss it at the present time. After 
my statement -we learned that cer- 
tain other governments are making 
analogous studies which should of 
course be taken into account in any 
general discussion. Today •we" are" 
told that certain governments feel 
in order to deal with the 
matter 


effectively and 
expeditionary they 


require time for careful exploration 
of the possibilities opened by 
the 


American suggestions. 


In my opening statement I said 


that I would be prepared to discuss 
the American proposals when we 
leached this chapter on our agenda 
but obviously this readiness was en- 
tirely contingent on the knowledge 
that other delegations felt prepared 
to enter upon the subject. 


The solution of the naval problems 


is in essence simple but in applica- 
tion complex. The technical consid- 
erations involved must be studied 
from many angles and the American 
delegation recognizes that our best 
hope of agreement upon a method 
lies in having each country come In- 
to the discussion prepared to speak 
on the basis of its independent study 
and in possession 
of all the data 


that it desires. 


FAVORS AMPLE TIME 


In view of the considerations 
I 


have indicated my government feels 
that the course best calculated to 
lead to the successful conclusion of 
our labors lies In giving time for a 
Jcareful study of this whole problem. 
£jpk"also feels that in view "of other 
analogous studies which are being 
made it would not be opportune to 
embark upon detailed discussion of 
our -suggested method of approach 
at the present moment. Perhaps the 
best course 
is for me to restate 


what our suggestion is in such a way 
as to afford a. basis for the indepen- 
dent studies which I hope will be 
made by other interested 
govern- 


ments. 


In substance equivalent 
tonnage 


is an expression used to convey the 
idea, for comparative purposes, 
of 


the military value of individual ships 
and hence of the total value of any 
number of such units in any given 
category in which they may be wide 
divergences as to unit characteris- 
tics composing the category. In ar- 
riving at this eefcivalent of value it 
would seem avisable to take into ac- 
count only factors that are simple 
and obvious, easy, to' compute 
and 


easy to understand. We feel that 
the .problem should not be compli- 
cated by the introduction of factors 
which may well be considered 
as 


really no more than elements of the 
prime factors. In my general state- 
ment on this subject I Indicated cer- 
tain factors which include elements 
that enter into -the design of effec- 
tiveness, of individual units, that 
is until displacement, gun caliber and 
age, as well as speed and other fac- 
tors. 


NO RIGID U. S. PLAN 


_ My government feels that in order 
-ot to prejudice such studies as may 
'"" pursued Independently by other 
governments it is best to go no fur- 
ther than to outline our suggestion 
m this manner. It will be clear that 
the American proposal is no rigid 
plan to be accepted or rejected. It 
is a suggestion that a new method 
of approach based on naval equiva- 
lents be explored and it is in order 
that there may be complete liberty 
for independent studies that we have 
decided not to make any more speci- 
fic proposals at this stage of onr 
work. 


The evidence of a popular desire 


in all countries to see us press on 
to our goal has been made abund- 
antly clear. There could be nothing 
more favorable to the program of 
our work than the present atmos- 
phere of enthusiasm and good will. 
We must proceed just as fast as 
may be consistent with sound and 
effective handling of the very im- 
portant and complex problem before 
us and without jeopardizing the suc- 
cessful conduct of the work through 
entering precipitately upon discus- 
sions for which any of the interested 
powers is not prepared. 


For the reason I fully concur in 


the proposal of the Japanese and 
British delegates to postpone con- 
sideration of the naval chapter un- 
til such time as the interested pow- 
ers have signified to you, Mr. Chair- 
man, their readiness to embark upon 
a general discussion.

5. The fact that this investment 


trust movement has gained its vogue 
in a time of rapidly rising prices for 
equity securities. Obviously the new 
organization has acquired its hold- 
ings in a period when the market 
was at the peak for many yean*. 


None of these objections is vital

ly much better economy to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of a pub- 
lic water works, which at the same 
time provides a suitable water for 
other purposes.

SOURCES AVAILABLE 


Precipitation in the form of rain 


snow, dew, etc., is the source of all 
water supply. 
Initially this water 


is pure, being the product of a nat- 
ural process of distillation, but ow- 
iing to the remarkable solvent prop- 
erties of water, it acquires impuri- 
ties, such as carbonic acid, oxygen 
nitrogen, dust, bacteria, etc, even 
before reaching the ground 
After 
its fall, it is disposed of m three 
ways. 


PART IS EVAPORATED 


A portion is evaporated from the 


upper soil and from water surfaces, 
or, being taken up by plant roots, 
is transpired through the leaves and 
with this we are no further con 
cerned. Of the remainder, called 
the'runoff, two dispositions are made 
Part of it flows away 
over the 


ground surface to the nearest water 
course and thence to streams and 
rivers constituting the flood flows 
which follow heavy precipitation or 
melting snow. This constitutes the 
surface water supply. The remamcl 
er percolates through the soil and 
only 
reaches 
the 
undergiound 
streams after a more or less leng 
thy and devious ]ournev through 
disintegrated, porous and fissured 
rock. This constitutes the ground 
water supply.

As the -water com-ss Into tb» t>lant 


a chemical, bacteriological and mi- 
croscopic analysis Is made to deter- 
mine the treatment. 


All chemical methods for water 


purification by mechanical filtration 
are based upon a relatively simple 
principle 
K\ery housewife knows 


that if she mixes the white of an 
egg with coffee and heats it, the egg 
albumen -Bill coagulate and in so 
doing will gather the grounds '-o- 
gether and lea\ e the coffee clear and 
brilliant. 


One thing not so generally known 


is that when this IB done all of the 
egg is removed in process, none of it 
remaining in the clear resultant cof- 
fee It is on this simple principle that 
all chemical methods of water punfl 
cation are based. 


PLMPED INTO Am 


The first process of aeration con- 


sists in pumping the water up into 
the air, thoroughly breaking the v,a.~ 
ler up lino ane paiuues anu al- 
lowing it to mix with the air. This 
process saturates 
the water with 


oxj gen and eliminates 
tastes and 


odors. 


The second process, 
or coagula- 


tion, is accomplished by the addition 
of aluminum sulphate. This chemi- 
cal is manufactured solely for water 
clarification. 


The third process, or sedimenta- 


tion, is accomplished by allowing the 
water to pass through large settling 
basins where the coagulant (alumi- 
num sulphate) reacts and removes 
the color, turbidity, and a large per 
cent of the bacteria. It takes the wa- 
ter eight hours 
to pass through 


these basins, in which time the wa- 
ter is purified about 95 per cent. The 
water is then ready for the next pro- 
cess. 


The fourth process, filtration, is 


accomplished by allowing the water 
to filter through 
thirty inches of 


sand and eighteen inches of gravel. 
Any coagulant remaining- after the 
third piocess, is collected on the 
top lajer of sand This remaining 
coagulant forms a gelatinous blanket 
over the surface of the sand and re- 
moves the remaining fine silt and 
bacteria on the "sticky fly paper" 
principle. As flies adhere to fly pa- 
per so also does the fine silt and bac- 
teria adhere to the formed blanket 
on the surface of the sand. The wa- 
ter then passes down through ster- 
ilized sand and gravel and flows into 
concrete storage wells. After operat- 
ing a given number of hours the 
filteis become dirty and are washed 
by reversing the flow allowing- clean 
filtered water to pass tip through 


the graye! and sand and remove the 
dirt and collected material. After fll- 
tratior all of th<> a'um n.-n ^phi'" 
has been removed 
as well as the 


color, turbidity, sediment and bac- 
teria. 


CHLORINE STERILIZES 


The fifth process, 
sterilization, is 


accomplished 
by the addition of 


chlorine which is added entirely as a 
safeguard. 
The amount of chlorine 


added being approximately one half 
gallon of liquid chlorine to a million 
gallons of water. 


From the- filtration plant the wa- 


ter la pumped by high duty pumps 
located in the pumping station into 
the city. 
A standpipe or elevated 


tank is located in the middle of the 
city known as the fair grounds This 
standpipe acts as an equalizer main- 
taining a uniform pressuie regard- 
less of the demand, that is, if the 
city is draw-ing more water than 
the pumps are pumping, the le\el of 
water in the standpipe lowers.

This standpipe is filled 


each night at twelve o'clock and the 
entire plant is shut 
down and the

the station by oil engines, there be- 
ing two each 225 horsepower Diesel 
engines directly 
connected to two 


double-acting triple pumps. 


In addition to the two oil engine 


units there also 13 an electrical unit, 
the power for which is obtained from 
the Wisconsin Michigan Power Co. 


In addition to the two oil engines 


and the electrical unit there is in 
stalled at the pumping station a 300 
horsepower gasoline driven eight cjl- 
mder engine direct connected to two 
centrifugal pumps. The capacity of 
this 
unit 
is the 
same as 
the 


oil engine unit, four million gallons 
per day. The speed of this engine 
can be increased giving the pump a 
capacity of five million gallons per 
day.
